Well, President Bentley has 
worked very diligently to make 
his dream. come true. Northern 
Essex Community College is now 
inhabiting its new campus in the 
midst of a country atmosphere. 
Tedesco of Winchester has been 
given the honor of being the 
school’s architect. 

If there has been any 
inconvenience concerning the 
delayed construction of the 
campus, Ron Sevigny, 
Superintendent of Buildings and 
Grounds, has said that the 
Classroom, Applied Science, 
Science, and Library buildings 
will be completed by November. 
The Gymnasium is now 
completed (just in time for the 
concert, too). The Student Union, 
which has been sent out for bid, 
has had its architectural plans 
approved by the Bureau of 
Building Construction and by the 
Regional Board of Community 
Colleges. All moving has been 
completed with the exception of 
the administration offices which 
will also be ready in November.

In the fall of 1971, the doors of 
the new campus opened at 
NECC, and with that opening 
came the fulfillment of a seven- 
year dream and many problems 
for our founding father, 
President Harold Bentley. 

Bejing a college president in 
this day and age is no easy job. A 
job is 
somewhat like the hub of a wheel, 
where: all the spokes coming 
directly to it are dependent upon 
it, so too is the rest of the college.

And like that hub, President 
Bentley must handle all the 
problems that concern the 
college and see that everything 
functions smoothly, for he and he 
alone must make the final 
decision. Upon his shoulders rest 
the entire responsibility. 

With the addition of 25 percent 
more students this year, an 
estimated increase of 550 to 600 
students, parking becomes a 
major concern. Parking spaces

colleges has been approved and 
is presently in the ways and 
means. Mr. Sevigny said that this 
committee is “dividing the pie’’ 
according to needs. Of the 
thirteen community colleges in 
the Commonwealth, Northern 
Essex has the biggest need. Our 
community college also has the 
most dollar worth and the most 
square footage with adequate 
facilities for everything. 

How do the students feel about 
the ‘“new’’ Northern Essex, the 
inconvenience of unfinished 
buildings, and the campus life in 
general? 

Bud Santos: ‘‘I think the 
campus is great. Once they get 
everything settled, it will be very 
effective. I just wish that 
everything was finished but 
patience is needed. You can’t 
expect to have everything at the 
snap of a finger.’’ 

Betty Abby: ‘‘The thing that I 
mind most is that the library isn’t 
finished. I’m in the Nursing 
Program and there’s a lot of 


‘reading to do. I have to go to 


Chadwick Street at least once a

Voting places are the ticket office in the gymnasium 
building, the main lobby of the main classroom 
building, and the lounge at Chadwick Street. 

All students are encouraged to vote. Names of the 
candidates who have campaigned this past week are 
posted in busy places around the campus. 


I.D.’s must be shown by each 
student before voting. However, 
this reporter has been informed 
that all STUDENTS DO NOT 
YET POSSESS THEIR I.D.’s. 

The Student Government 
Association, comprised of all 
students who have paid their 
$35.00 Student Activity Fee, is the 
governing organization of the 
entire student body. This means 
that the Student Government 
Association is by the students, for 
the students, and of the students. 
A uniquely American concept of 
a free democracy: the people are 
the government. The greater 
numbers of students voting and 
those running for office will make 
a stronger and more repsentative 
student government. 

The sub-divisions of the 
Student Government Association 
are the Student Council, Class 
Officers, and Student Advisory 
Commissioner. 

The Student Council, which 
consists of twelve members 
(seven Seniors and_ five 
Freshmen) represents’ the 
interests and-or complaints of the 
Student Government 
Association. It is actively 
involved in the expenditure of 
monies for a broad selection of 
student activities, has the power 
to submit a recommended budget 
to President Bentley, 
participates in the formation of 
student organizations (any new 
club or organization must win the 
approval of the Student Council), 
and is active in analyzing student 
needs and desires in academic 
curriculums as well as extra- 
curricular activities. 

Student Council meetings, 
usually held once a week at hours 
when all members of the college 
are free, are open to all students. 

Senior Council members are 


- elected in the spring of each year. 


The senior members for 1971-1972 
are: Gregory Collins, Leon 
Noury, Dennis Cronin, David 
Gardiner, Patrick Scanlon, and 
Thomas Tulley.

The five freshmen members 
are to be elected tomorrow—so 
get out there and vote. 

Class Officers, whose main 
duty is to lead and attend social 
functions and official gatherings 
of the college, are elected for 
both Seniors and Freshmen. The 
Senior Class Officers this year 
are: President - Mark Guziejka, 
Vice-President - Elaine Donovan, 
Treasurer - Barbara Roman. 

Freshmen Class Officers are: 
President, Vice-President, and 
Secretary. They are to be elected 
tomorrow as well as the Council 
members. Officers become 
involved in many areas and 
activities (such as the Christmas 
Semi-Formal) which are all 
directed towards the needs and 
desires of the students whom 
they represent. 

The Student Advisory 
Commissioner is a Senior who is 
elected each spring between 
April 15 and May 15. This year he 
is Gregory Collins. This position 
was only recently enacted into 
law by the Legislature of the 
Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts which acted on a 
recommendation of the 
Governor. As Student Advisory 
Commissioner, Mr. Collins is 
NECC’s student representative 
for the Massachusetts Board of 
Regional Community Colleges. 
His term runs from June 1, 1971 
to May 31, 1972. 

The M.B.R.C.C. is a 
commission which discusses the 
mutual concerns of all thirteen 
community colleges in 
Massachusetts. Thus’ the 
students are represented in all 
levels of the community college 
system. There is one student 
representative elected from each 
college. One of the thirteen 
students is elected as chairman 
of the group who then becomes a 
member of the Board with full 
voting privileges. 

Therefore, as defined in the 
Constitution of NECC, the 
Student Government 
Association’s purpose is: 

1. To encourage and to provide 
participation of all students in the 
affairs of the student body of the 
college. 

2. To “promote and develop 
ideas in scholarship and student 
activities that will serve the 
highest interest and welfare of 
the college. 

3. To provide a medium of 
understanding and cooperation 
among the students, faculty, and 
administration of the college. 

(NOTE: The entire 
Constitution of NECC is available 
in the college library.)

I’ve been here since June of 
1970. I started in the summer 
session of continuing education. 
Since that time I have seen a lot 
of what goes on in this school. Up 
until this year, the amount of 
apathy that was prevalent was 
disgusting. 

When this newest school year 
started out it seemed that all this 
had changed. Last year’s Lumen 
(class yearbook) never even 
started to exist. Only a few 
people showed up for meetings at 
any level. The student council 
didn’t even show up for its 
meetings. No one came to see the 
movies that were shown for free. 
Nothing could get done. 

I probably could go on and on 
about another two or three pages 
about all that never did get done 
due to lack of involvement. 
However, as I started to say, this 
year it seemed that all this had 
finally changed. The new Lumen 
staff has start-out at least thirty- 
five strong, and I hope that they 
keep on as they have promised. 
Already George Samatoro has 
passed a petition to bring about a 
change in the constitution. In fact 
as I write this now it is being 
voted on. Early election returns 
seem to indicate that by the time 
you read this, there will be no 
changes to be happy about, at 
least for George and the 657 
people who signed the petition to 
facilitate a change that would 
allow four subject-full time 
students the right to represent 
themselves and the other voters 
of the student body. 

This is not being written to 
provide a public crying tower for 
George and the others involved to 
have their loss aired, but an 


example of what will again 


become prevalent at this school 
unless steps are taken to halt 
apathy before it starts on its 
rampage through the halls. 

A major concert is planned for 
October 16th, at 8:00 p.m. to help 
bring about some more school 
participation. If it turns out 
badly, then there will be a 
lessening in the future of this type 
of event. Why? It should be fairly 
obvious. Anything of this type 
costs money, and if the return is 
too little, they will have to curtail 
them because the money will be 
seriously depleted. The 
Butterfield Blues Band affair is 
costing nearly ten percent of the 
total activities budget for the 
year. Enough said? I hope so. If 
by the time that this tabloid 
becomes available in the school 
that you have not bought your 
ticket, you should. 

On October 14th, running all 
day, the voting for class officers 
is being held. Freshmen and 
senior offices are open for 
election. What this means to you 
as students is this: there are 2,359 
full-time students here for this 
semester, therefore there is no 
reason we shouldn’t have to count 
2,359 votes that day. We will 
probably end up counting about 
the average 200-300 votes and the 
rest of the year the same 
percentage of non-voters will 
cuss and moan because they 
don’t like the way the student 
government is being run. 

To avoid a problem like this— 
—VOTE! It’s your only choice. 

The whole thought behind this 
article has been to illuminate the 
apathy problem here and try to 
do something before it is too late 
and people lapse into a 
permanent lethargy. 

The moral? If there is one, is 
simply this: If there is something 
to do here, do it.

been parked in the lot.

The September 29 meeting of 
the Student Council covered 
many proposals. The meeting 
began with a very interesting 
suggestion by Mrs. Hope to have 
Diane Worchowski, a well known 
poet, come to the school and 
speak about the arts, Wednesday, 
November 10.

News 


Thursday, the 30th of 
September, 1971, an Advisory 
Commission meeting was held at 
Middlesex Community College at 
the school’s present site on the 
grounds of the Veterans’ 
Administration Hospital. Among 
the schools represented there 
were: Northern Essex 
Community College; Cape Cod 


“Community College; Middlesex 


Community College; 
Quinsigamond Community 
College; Massasoit Community 
College; Holyoke Community 


College; and Mass. Bay 
Community College. 
The president and _ vice 


president of the commission were 
unable to attend the meeting, so 
while there was in fact a quorum 
present no official votes could be 
taken because of the lack of an 
agenda, several very important 
subjects were spoken on. Most 
notably was the problem of no 
full-time health facilities on any 
of the community college 
campuses at the present time. 

Also talked about was the 
problem of the book stores and 
what to do about, them. Several 
themes were passed around for 
approval and it is hoped that 
there will be an adequate solution 
for all involved by the beginning 
of the second semester. 

A point brought out at the 
meeting that while all the schools 
represented by the commission 
are in the same state, each has its 
own special type of outside social 
problem: 

A comparative listing will be 
set up in the near future for 
publication and resolution of 
those problems that can be 
handled successfully by the 
students involved. 

The meeting was called short 
after about three hours of 
discussion due to the failure of 
the president to show at the 
meeting. 

Northern Essex . was 
represented by Greg Collins, the 
advisory commissioner.

occurred when these three 
students wanted to run for 
student offices and could not 
because of the Constitutional 
Amendment for requirements 
states that a freshman must be 
carrying fifteen or more credit 
hours a semester. 

A petition was drawn up with a 
new proposed requirement of 
only twelve credit: hours a 
semester. 

The voting for the change of 
this proposed requirement has 
taken place October 4 and 5. The 
paper was in the process of being 
printed before the voting had 
taken place.

The club 
has offered the use of three 
courts to the team for 32 weeks 
from 6 a.m. to 8 a.m. on Saturday 
mornings for $450. This proposal 
has been approved. 

The meeting’s last statement 
was to ask President Bentley to 
come to a meeting concerning the 
start of a radio station in the 
school and money for furnishings 
and materials for the Student 
Council office.

This is 
an early judgment on it, but I 
think as the semester rolls on, 
more changes will take place for 
the betterment of the students.” 

Niki Phaneuf: ‘I appreciate 
being able to have classes in the 
new buildings. In comparison 
with last year, though, the 
atmosphere here isn’t as cozy but 
there’s a lot of adjustments to 
make.” 

Mike Boileau: ‘Because of the 
unreadiness of some of the 
buildings, it makes life very hard 
for students on campus. But 
having a new campus, even in the 
condition it is in now, is much 
better than the old one at 
Summer and Chadwick Streets.

for 2,350 students plus 200 more 
for administration, maintenance, 
and faculty personnel are at a 
premium. The _ President 
expresses his desire that students 
try and double up in their cars so 
as to help alleviate this problem. 
No one could foresee that there 
would be this many cars. 

With advent of winter upon us 
and the approach of bad weather 
inevitable, President Bentley 
assures us that everything 
possible is being done to make 
the parking problem this winter a 
very negligible one at most. 
Every effort possible is being 
made to get the parking areas 
hot-topped before the winter. The 
President has contacted every 
possible state official in hopes of 
getting the areas paved before 
winter. 

The major obstacle preventing 
this work from being completed 
is an age old nemisis of man— 
namely money! The capitol 
outlay from the Senate has not 
come through, so no bids can be 
taken and no work started until 
the monies are made available. 

In view of the situation and 
knowing that the areas may not 
be paved before spring rolls 
around, the President has asked 
us to bear with this unfortunate 
situation, as we have done so 
many times in the past, and 
points out that the surface is hard 
gravel and not loose dirt. This 
will prevent the parking lots from 
turning into quicksand. 

According to the President the 
new campus is progressing as he 
has expected although he admits 
that the time schedule of building 
completions is a bit behind. He 
points out that with a better 
administrational structure and 
newer and better courses and 
curriculums the school is the best 
in the community college system. 

One of the President’s biggest 
disappointments is that the 
Student Union has not been built 
yet. The completion of the 


Student Union Building is part of 


Capitol Outlay problem. He has 
had many state officials in his 
office in hopes of getting it built 
now. No one seems to know what 
is holding it up. With the Student 
Union not being built yet, the 
lounge and eating facilities are 
not adequate and the President 
displays his sincere regret that 
things are the way they are. 

The second phase of the school 
is due to start soon with the 
building of the Student Union, 
Administration Building and 
another classroom building. The 
library is due for occupancy in 
late November of this year. 

In the upcoming weeks 
President Bentley will be in 
Lecture Hall A to talk to the 
students on campus-related 
subjects. All are urged to come. 
Meet your President. Come in 
and rap!

And a 
Stanley Blacker buckskin suede 
shirt-jacket (‘Far right,” the 
caption tells us) with envelope 
epaulettes and pockets. A regular 
steal (did he or didn’t he?) at $85 . 


There are just a few of the 
items that the clothing industry— 
by way of faddist- fashion 
magazines—has told us and our 
mothers that we’ll be wearing 
back to school this year. Not this 
Season. But is this the college 
campus clothing scene? The 
answer is simple: look in a 
mirror. What are you wearing? 
All of the above? Some of the 
above? None of the above? 

According to an editor of a 
leading fashion journal who 
prefers to remain nameless, ‘I 
really don’t know what students 
wear on campus. The Back-To- 
College campaign is really just 
an advertising tradition. I 
suppose they’re wearing the 
maxi-look and the Army-Navy- 
look—high styled—and suede 
jeans . . . well, I suppose they’re 
wearing just what the magazines 
say they’re wearing. Aren’t 
they?” 

Not necessarily. 

A superficial glance at some 
student attire disproves the 
image that all students are 
donning designer creations. Both 
men and women wear denim 
pants (these must be frayed, 
sometimes with embroidered 
cuffs and patches, and must be 
washed at least seven times 
before ready to wear). They wear 
blue jean jackets (same process 
for washing and wearing), 
raggedy bleached blue work 
shirts worn in winter over old 
black undershirts. And a pair of 


aged, scruffy Wellingtons. 

But there are exceptions. The 
freshman coed’s mother is prime 
paying prey for the multitude of 
magazines’ misleading back-to- 
school-you-fool campaigns. 
These Mothers of Mademoiselle 
page through sections of glossy 
jersey, acrylic, cut low, cut high, 
drip dry and hip high copies of 
copies of copies—and send their 
daughters off to school in the 
right fashion. 

At Arizona State University in 
Tempe, a coed said, ‘It’s like out 
of the pages of a magazine. And I 
don’t mean Field and Stream. 
Everyone’s so Clean. Everyone’s 
so Coordinated. It’s the kind of 
place where you wouldn’t dare 
walk out of your dorm room into 
the hallways wearing a 
bathrobe.’ 

On many campuses it’s no 
longer fashionable to be 
fashionable. Designer clothes— 
wide ties, cartridge belts, hot and 
cold pants, et al—are out and 
Costumes are in. A Costume is 
more individual and represents 
an idea, a concept, rather than a 
covering. Farmer jeans with 
criss-cross straps, flag shirts, 
psychedelic jockey shorts and 
home-made, home-grown, tie- 
dyed shirts reeking of that 
organic look are all Costumes. As 
students have become more 
individualistic, many have tired 


_of attire and have searched— 


from their granny’s attic to the 
Goodwill basement—for clothing 
that is individual, basic and back- 
to-earth. 

In a recent article’ in 
Gentlemen’s Quarterly, a UCLA 
professor professed that on his 
campus, “Fashion is no big deal. 
It’s already been liberated so the 
kids are free to look the way they 
want to look. And it looks like the 
fashion revolution is over.” 

But on the next six pages of 
that male fashion magazine, 32 
college-aged men are pictured 
wearing the antithesis of the

National 
Wildlife 


The National Wildlife 
Federation has announced a $500 
bounty for information leading to 
the conviction of anyone shooting 
a bald eagle anywhere in the 
United States. 

Federation Director Thomas L. 
Kimball said the reward 
program was started as a result 
of hunters throughout the U.S. 
expressing their outrage at the 
recently revealed mass slaughter 
of eagles in Wyoming. 

The bald eagle, America’s 
national bird and emblem, is in 
serious trouble from hard 
pesticides and diminishing 
habitat. The southern race of 
bald eagle found in the eastern 
half of the U.S is classified as an 
endangered species by the U.S. 
Interior Department. The total 
bald eagle population in the lower 
forty-eight states may contain as 
few as three to four thousand 
birds. 

Since 1940 it has been against 
Federal law to shoot or otherwise 
molest bald eagles, but as their 
numbers decline, illegal shooting 
is becoming a more important 
factor working against the bird’s 
survival. A national furor was 
raised when recent testimony 
before a Senate subcommittee in 
Washington revealed that air- 
borne sharpshooters were hired 
by local ranchers in Rawlins, 
Wyoming, area to slaughter 
eagles and other wildlife. More 
than 65 golden and bald eagles 
were reported in a pile at one 
ranch. 

“Frankly,’’ Kimball said, 
“American hunters are tired of 
being tarred and feathered for 


the actions of criminals 
erroneously identified as 
hunters.” 


Effective immediately, the 
Federation will pay a $500 
reward upon verifying that the 
claimant’s information was of 
substantial assistance’ in 
obtaining a conviction for 
shooting a bald eagle (Haliaeetus 
leucocephalus) in violation of 16 
USC 668. 

The claimant must request the 
reward in writing to the National 
Wildlife Federation, 1412 - 16th 
Street NW, Washington, D.C. 
20036, within six months after 
conviction. If more than one bald 
eagle was shot by the convicted 
person, $500 will be awarded for 
one bird representing the total 
number shot.

Until very recent times, it’s 
been very convenient, perhaps 
even somewhat practical, to 
ignore the rising anti-hunting 
sentiment in America. 

After all, the artificial urban 
environment now insulates most 
Americans from the natural 
rhythm of life and death. So 
perhaps it’s understandable 
conservationists have been 
reluctant to publicly defend 
hunting and risk jeopardizing 
support from the vast majority of 
people who are twice and three 
times removed from the land and 
do not hunt nor understand it. 


Perhaps. 
Conservationists are doubly 
cursed by the agonizing 


knowledge that the philosophical 
battle between hunters and non- 
hunters diverts precious, limited 
resources from wildlife’s real 
problems of environmental 
degradation. 

So it’s been convenient to 
forgive the appalling ignorance 
of the Washington, D.C. based 
Committee for Humane 
Legislation which falsely implies 
hunters ‘‘out for a weekend of 
mayhem and murder”’ threaten 


America’s deer herds with 


extinction. 

It’s been convenient to be 
mutely condescending toward 
the female Hollywood 
personalities who see a phallic 
symbol behind every bush, and 
pathetcially attempt to dogwood 
by sponsoring newspaper ads 
challenging hunters to prove 
their manhood in bed instead of 
the field. 

These oblique implications of 
perversion are essentially 
synonomous, except in candor, to 
the platform of New York City 
based Friends of Animals. 
According to the gospel of 
Friends President Alice 
Herrington, hunters are simply 
“miserable cowards’ with a 
“Just to kill’’. 

Another purported friend of 
animals, one Marta Orbach, 
appeared on a New York radio 
show earlier this year to say her 
piece for ‘“‘conservation’’: ‘The 
only good time I have during the 
entire hunting season is at the 
end of the season when they say 
27 hunters...were killed...It’s my 
fondest wish that all these people 
are terrible shots and they’ll all 
be dead at the end of the hunt.’’ 

President Alice of Friends, 
head of an accelerating national 
campaign to end all hunting on 
public lands, enthusiastically 
endorsed Marta Orbach’s 
grotesque celebration of human 
beings dying in hunting 
accidents. 

John James Audubon and 
Theodore Roosevelt were avid 
hunters and not without their 
critics, so there’s always been 
-anti-hunting sentiment in 
America. But it has never been 
as venomous as it is today, and 
today it can no longer be ignored 
in the name of convenience or 
practicality. 

President Alice et al are not 
opposed to killing animals per se. 
They'll stand before a banquet 
audience denouncing hunters as 
blood thirsty perverts and then 
sit down and wrap a smile around 
a steak that earlier stood in a 
feedlot rolling its big brown eyes 
while being injected with 
enzymes and chemicals designed 
to please the palate. 

There is nothing even remotely 
holy about their philosophy, 
for they take no offense at 
fishing, which accounts for 
infinitely more animal pain, 
suffering and death than hunting. 
Nor do they blink at killing a 
flower for a temporary table 
decoration, or a bug simply 
because it’s ugly. 

But it would be too easy to 
attribute their selective 
application of venom to the fact 
that Bambi has done a better PR 
job than Charley the Tuna. 

They are obstensibly hunting 
the hunter because he hunts for 
“sport’’, which was. never

intended to describe the infinitely 
complex hunting experience, but 
merely to separate it. from the 
“commercial”’ killing of animals. 
But the oh-so sophisticated urban 
anti-hunter gives the word 
inflection reserved for little boys 
who stick needles in 
grasshoppers’ chests and make 
them jump into one another. 

That’s their connotation of 
squeaky-cold November 
mornings; dogs you’ve nursed, 
cursed and cried over; first 
tracks in new snow; wet feet, 
cold hands and singing muscles 
in pursuit of a beautiful wild 
creature that hasn’t spent its life 
knee-deep in its own dung, 
inoculated with tenderizers, 
awaiting the reprieve of ~the 
sledge hammer so President 
Alice et al can buy its flesh in 
nice, neat, plastic wrappers and 
be spared the truth of blood, guts 
and death. 

No one, hunters least of all, 
pretends there are not some real 
obscenities perpetuated by 
shooters masquerading as 
hunters. And if President Alice et 
al were interested in attacking 
these obscenities, they would find 
literally millions of allies in 
hunters. But they are not 
interested in stopping 
obscenities, they want to stop 
hunting. 

They find it very convenient to 
ignore that hunters were the 
primary force in organizing and 
financing the bureaucracies and 
programs that rescued wildlife 
from wanton exploitation and 
stimulated the dramatic increase 
in contemporary America’s 
hunted and many non-hunted 
wildlife species. 

Ironically, President Alice et al 
were and are strangely absent 
from the real battles to save 
wildlife. You won’t find their 
faces among the rag-tag 
collection of hunters and non- 
hunters bloodied in combat with 
the purveyors of DDT, or the 
dredgers and channelizers of the 
Corps and SCS who’ve killed 
more wildlife than a thousand 
generations of hunters. 

President Alice kisses all this 
off with the charge that hunters 
who fight to protect wildlife are 
merely ‘“‘posing as wildlife’s 
benefactor to cover up a lust to 
kill.” : 

I wonder how that sets with the 
widows and kids of game 
wardens—hunters—murdered by 
feces masquerading as humans; 
all for the love of wildlife and an 
annual salary considerably less 
than what it costs President Alice 
eta al to take out an ad 
badmouthing hunters. 

Or how it sets with career 
wildlife biologists—hunters—and 
their families who’ve been bent 
and broken trying to defend 
wildlife from rapacious 
despoilers and petty politicians. 
Or with the millions of other 
decent people around 
country—hunters—who’ve laid 


‘only 
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part of their lives on the line for 
wildlife. 

President Alice et al would no 
doubt be surprised at the number 
of Americans out there in the real 
world who depend upon hunting 
to help feed themselves and their 
kids. Are they, and for that 
matter, the bulk of our ancestors 
perverted too? Or does hunting 
become morally 
reprehensible when it becomes 
economically unnecessary? Isn’t 
that the ultimate perversion? 

It’s so easy and oh so 
comfortably sanitary to sit back 
in the plastic world and do good 
by badmouthing people who hunt 
as slavering, bloodthirsty killers. 
Too easy. 

The image hardly fits the 
hunter who damn near kills 
himself trying to avoid hitting a 
lousy possum on the highway. Or 
the heavy-handed, red-necked 
Missouri farmer who gets down 
from his tractor with tears in his 
chest to cradle a baby rabbit that 
didn’t get away from the mowing 
machine. Or the millions of other 
decent people who choose not to 
insulate themselves from the 
rhythm of life and death. 

President Alice et al will never 
understand nor appreciate the 
magic that turns spring’s setter 
puppies into a lifetime of winter 
memories, and that’s too bad. 
But twisting that insensitivity 
into a grotesque attack on people 
who do appreciate it is obscene.

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Draft Extension 
Bill Passed 


The draft extension bill was 
passed by the Senate on 
September 21st authorizing the 
Selective Service System to once 
again induct men into the armed 
forces. 

Effective until July Ist, 1973, it 
is hoped that by that time 
volunteers will be in numbers 
large enough to replace draft 
calls. Eighteen-year-olds will 
still register with Selective 
Service after that time, in case a 
national emergency deems a 
draft call necessary. 

Male college students no longer 
receive automatic deferments. 
New students will not be 
deferred, but may postpone 
induction until the end of the 
present term. All other students 
are eligible for induction after 
four years of college, or when 
they reach 24 years of age, 
whichever comes first. 


Lottery numbers will apply \to - 


all men with the same birth date 
and regardless of location of 
draft board. 

Projected draft calls show that 
the highest number called this 
year may be 153.

Kennedy Files 


In a letter to the Northern 
Essex Observer, U.S. Senator 
Edward M. Kennedy (D-Mass) 
stated that the dismal turnout of 
voters on election days is due to 
the archaic requirements that 
face each voter. 

The Senator said, ‘I have 
proposed legislation to bring 
about comprehensive reform in 
our voter registration 
procedures. It is a system of 
universal registration based 
upon a simple post card method 
and computer technology. It 
would be administered by a new 
agency established in the Census 
Bureau.”> : 

According to the Senator a 
citizen would register by merely 
writing his name, address and 
date of birth, and mailing it to the 
new agency. This would 
determine his voting residency. 
No requirement of residency for 
a specific period or time, such as 
we have in Massachusetts. “‘At a 
single stroke, therefore, the 
system would do away not only 


with burdensome registration - 


requirements, but also with 
unfair residence - requirements 
which operate to bar voters in 
almost every state.” 

“Use of the new voter 
registration list would be 
mandatory in Federal elections, 
and optional for state and local 
elections.”’

The courses offered are as 
follows:

3. Humanifies I taught by Mr. 
Ellis, Mrs; Geneva, Mrs. Laszlo, 
Dr. Osborn and Mr. Laszlo. 

4. Humanities Seminar taught 
by Mr. Tim Haven. 

5. Mathematics taught by Mr. 
Dresher. 

Help in tutoring is also given by 
part of the student body. In some 
instances credit from these 
courses are transferrable since 
most of the courses, except for 
mathematics are inter- 
disciplinary. This says a lot for 
their determination in spite of 
their present handicap which is 
in most cases a lack of courses 
correlating with their needs to 
continue their education. 

This program in some 
instances helps. the student to 
straighten out his head as to what 
he really has an interest for.

He again stated that if guns 
were used it was only as a 
defense.

During this past summer the 
acting Student Council named the 
Student Emergency Loan Fund 
for the late Rosemary 
Bellevance. 


Rosemary, a former Northern 
Essex student, was the secretary 
to Dean Stafford, Dean of 
Students. She also served as 
recording secretary to the 
Student Council. Last spring 
Rosemary passed away 
unexpectedly. As a means of 
keeping her memory alive here 
at Northern Essex, the Council 
felt it only right to name the fund 
in her memory. 


The fund was originally started 
by the Northern Essex Faculty 
Association. The faculty has 
sponsored many events for the 
benefit of the fund such as cake 
sales, sub sales, and last year, in 
conjunction with the Drama 
Club, presented a production of 
“Charlie’s Aunt’’. The Student 
Council has given loans to this 
fund and this year has awarded a 
loan of $2,500 to be repaid in 
quarterly increments. 


Any student is eligible for a 
loan of up to $50. Ten dollars ($10) 
is repayable at the end of two 
weeks, followed by $10 per week. 


There is over $30,000 of grants 
available to students. The 
stipulations are that parental 
income must be less than $9,000 
and parents must contribute less 
than $625. Applications are 
available from Sue Horowitz, 
Financial Aid Officer.
